Our Nursery is an old nursery and has gone through many 
phases. At the present time, once again we are going over from an 
experimental stage into an actual nursery, growing plants strictly 
for the trade. Through our experiments we feel that we have 
learned a good deal, and now we shall try to make use of our 
knowledge to give our customers better plants and also the good 
service that goes with it. 


When glancing through this catalog may we suggest that you 
pay particular attention to the following fine offers. 


HARDY JAPANESE AZALEAS. 


After many years of experimenting on azaleas, this year we 
have paused to evaluate our findings. We have witnessed several 
mild winters in succession, making it very hard to decide exactly 
which varieties would stand the test of a severe winter. Last 
winter told us a fairly good story. Some varieties that we 
considered quite hardy before, proved to be softer than what we 
had anticipated. Many varieties, however, which had suffered as 
young plants, were found to be surprisingly hardier as older 
plants. This is very true in cases where certain varieties grow 
more rapidly during the summer, and do not turn to a dormant stage 
in time to withstand severe coldness. On account of this you will 
find that we have discontinued quite a number of varieties, not 
because they are not as hardy as older plants, but because we 
have found it impossible to grow younger plants at a profit. You 
will find that we are growing the varieties that we have kept, 
in ever increasing production, and hope to eventually pass on to 
you a saving in prices. 


You will find this year that all of our azaleas have been 
pinched back to make nice compact plants. We have also continued 
the use of Sequestrene of Iron on these plants to induce the deep 
rich green color that all azaleas should have, and we are con- 
tinuing to bed them for the winter in our deep frames. ineorae: 
to have good quality plants, we give them all the care they need. 


BUXUS SUFFRUTICOSA (01d English Boxwood) 


Once again, by continuing our policy of increasing pro- 
duction, we have been able to offer you a substantial reduction 
in prices of some very fine material. 


OWN ROOT HYBRID RHODODENDRONS 


We believe that we are the largest growers of own root 
rhododendrons on the East Coast. From our experimentation, we have 
found this type of propagation produces a healthier and better 
branched plant which will remain true to variety. Our red 
rhododendrons are still quite limited in supply, but we are 
strenuously striving towards a solution of this shortage that has 
existed for the past several years. 


In closing, let us say that we are not only intensely 
interested, but are acutely alert to the merchandising side of 
this business of ours. We realize today that we have to be more 
than a fine grower of nursery material, since we have to put as 
much eye appeal as possible into the plant delivered. Conse- 
quently, we are continuing to supply uniform plants, neatly balled 
and burlapped, also properly tagged. We are experimenting on some 
new ideas to further dress up a burlap plant and would welcome 
any suggestion our retail customers would care to offer. For 
the convenience of our customers, we have listed all of our liners 
on a special lining-out page. We recommend them to you for size 
and) fine root system. Azalea liners are carried on along with our 
B&B material. 


We sincerely hope that you will find in this brochure the 
things you need, and please do not hesitate to call or visit our 
nursery at any time. We will be most happy to assist you.
